Punishment For Vienna Citizens Who 
Violate New Rules 

Under modifications in the municl- 
pal laws of Vienna, persons who talk, 
whistle or sing too loudly in. the 
streets may be fined 30-cents, |For 
repeated offences jail terms are pro- 
vided. 

If a person is detected reading a 
newspaper or book .while walking 
along the street, thereby “impeding 
pedestrian traffic,” he may be sub- 
jected to a similar fine.

In 1676, a gun- 
powder magazine was built on a corner 
of the present site. In 1748, one Etienne 
Rocbert de la Normandie, keeper of His 
Majesty's stores, hac his residence on the 
site, Later it became a burial ground, 
and ,in the middle; of the nineteenth 
century the north-east corner was ac- 
quired by a body of citizens, who erected 
thereon the Mechanics’+ Institute, t 
cornerstone of which was laid in 189%. 
The land and building cost approximate- 
ly £8,000, and, in 1911, it was sold for 

,000. It was in the concert hall in 
this building, inthe year 1856, that the 
‘celebrated Canadian singer, Madame 
Albani, made her debut.

Strange Method For 
Promoting Longevity 


Biologist Says Decaapitated Butter- 
flies Live Longer Than Others 

The strangest method ever devised 
for the promotion of longevity has 
just been presented. ‘to the British 
Academy of Sciences by Father Cam- 
bouet, a missionary. in Madagascar, 
who, in ‘addtion to his missionary 
activities, has for many years. pursued 
biological. studies which have gained 
him a’ reputation as a scientist. 

Briefly, his conclusion is that decap- 
itated butterflies live longer than their 
fellows, who are left as Nature made 
them. 

Some fifteen years ago M,. Edmond 
Perrier reported to the Academy of 
Scfences his discovery that; if certain 
eaterpillars were decapitated in Such 
a way as to cause the minimum loss 
of blood, they would continue the na- 
tural course of their development, and, 


after passing through the. chrysalis} 


stage, emerge as perfectly . healthy 
but headless butterfiles. He found that 
those which he eeapitated’ .lMved 
longer than the others. 

Scientists who have studied the 
phenomenon have come to the con- 
clusion that this is simply because 
they lead a much less active life, A 


perfect butterfly quickly, spends his 


strenigh in activity, whereas: his head- 
less fellows, leading mut placid 
lives, wear out their vital forces at a 
slower rate, and thus attain a com- 
paratively, ripe old age.

of dye stuffs, which in 1922 totalled 
1,797 tons and in 1924, 2,444 tons, ag- 
gregated 1,451 tons. in 1925. Imports 
from Germany accounted for 388 tons 
only; whereas before the war French 
industry was ltargely..dependent. on 
that country for such products. 

The output of. French factories has 
nearly doubled during the last five 
years, the exact figures being 14,549 
tons in 1925 as against 7,856 tons in 
4920.
